The Highway at the Piper reservoir is laid on top of the dam and 
tbs washout was caueed by water f roa the reservoir overflowing arid 
topping the highway. 

The dsjD was built in 1875 by a private Company to forai a reservoir 
froB which water could b? drawn to supply the inhabitants of the Town 
of lest Springfield. In the early nineties the reservoir and the 
entire water porks were taken over ftom the private Coos pa ny by the town 
and bas been nuniclpal property ever elnce. 

The dan la an earthen structure about 335 feet in length and 14 
feet in hlght. The reservoir covers an area in the neighbourhood of 
4 acres and has a capacity of about 13,000,000 of gallons. 

Thers are two cast Iron pi pee laid through the dam one a spillway 
pipe 13 inches in dlaaeter and the other a service main 16 inches In 
diaaeter* 

In the latter pipe, at a point near the downstream toe of the dai, 
Is installed a 12 inch blow-off controlled by a ifete. This blow-off la^ 
only installed s few years ago.

It is 335 
faet in length, 14 feet In height and carries the Piper highway on itt 
top. There are two cast iron pipes laid froB the gate bouse, located
